FOR VOTE CORRUPTION

Must Pay $800 Fine and $1200
Costs—Resigns as Congress-
man From the 26th District

PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 5.
Orrin 1. Bleakley, of Franklin, Repre-
sentative-elect from the Twenty-elghth Cone
gressionnl  Distriet, stood before Judge
Thompson In United States Court today
and heard these words:
“The sentence of tha ecourt Is that you
Py the costs of prosecution and a fino of
$RO0."
Bleakley then beeama the firet member-
elect of Congress In the Unlled Statea o
full vietim of the Federal corrupt practices
act of June, 1010, He pleaded nolle con-
tendere, or no defense, following an Investl-
gution before the Federal Grand Jury at
Erie Iast week, to spending in excess of
§5000 on his nomination and election,
‘I'he cost= of the investigation will approx-
imate $1200. With the fine of $800 Bleakley
will have to pay about $2000. The maxi-
mum penalty for the. offense I8 a fine of
$1000 and a year's imprisonment or both
Attorney for RBleakley announced that his
